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Bulgarian Interpreter 
Gets 15 Years In Jail 
As Spy For The U. S. 


LONDON—OE) — Michael Ship- 
kov, former Bulgarian translator 
of the U. S. legation in Sofia, was 
sentenced to 15 years in prison by 
a Bulgarian court today on his plea 
of guilty to spying for the United 
States. 
The verdict of the people's court 
was reported in a broadcast of the 
Bulgarian News agency. 
Shipkov, tried with four others, 
had forecast his own abject con­ 
fession in an affidavit released by 
the U. S. state 
department 
two 
days before his trial began. His af­ 
fidavit said he was tortured. Sen­ 
tences for the other four were as 
follows: 
Kivka Rindova, 
former 
tele­ 
phone operator at the U. S. lega­ 
tion, 12 years in prison. 
Stefan Kratutov, IO years. 
India Tzanov, six years and 
eight months. 
Vassil Nalchev, four years, six 
months and IO days. 
All, in addition, received fines 
ranging up to the 8,000 leva (about 
$20.40) assessed against Shipkov. 
In addition, Skipkov was deprived 
of all his civil rights. 
The United States recently broke 
diplomatic relations with Bulgaria 
because of the 
repeated 
accusa­ 
tions of spying against the Ameri­ 
can legation in Sofia. All Ameri­ 
can officials since have been eva­ 
cuated from Sofia. 
When state department officials 
released Shipkov’s signed report 
on how a conession was “extorted’' 
from him, they said they were con­ 
vinced then he was either dead or 
held 
for trial 
on 
trumped-up 
charges, and added that they were 
releasing his story of Bulgarian 
police torture because they felt all 
hope for him was lost. 
Shipkov’s affidavit had predict­ 
ed he would be forced to recon­ 
firm the “confession” he gave 
Bulgarian police. He did this dur­ 
ing the trial, denying under ques­ 
tioning that'he had been tortured. 
Shipkov testified on the witness 
stand he had spied for the Ameri­ 
cans under the personal direction 
of 
former minister, Donald R. 
Heath.

California Educators 
Rap Discrimination 
BERKLEY, Calif.,— (ZP) —Nine 
hundred University of California 
professors were lined up solidly 
today against taking a special non­ 
communist oath — even 
if 
it 
means their jobs. 
The group also was on record as 
against Communists on the facul­ 
ty and is willing to vouch for it 
in contractual letters. 
Holding that the special oath 
was discriminatory and a threat 
to academic freedom, the 900 vot­ 
ed unanimously last night against 
it. It has been 
ordered 
by 
the 
board of regents on a sign-or-quit 
basis by April 30 for all the uni- 
; versity’s 11,000 employes. Most of 
them, other than the faculty, al­ 
ready have signed. 
The 900 acted as members of 
the academic senate, a self-gov­ 
erning body of the professors, rep­ 
resenting the lour campuses of 
the northern section. The senate 
for four campuses of the southern 
section is scheduled to act today in 
; Los Angeles. 
The 900 voted belief that the 
standard loyalty oath taken by the 
President of the United States, the 
governor and all 
national 
and 
state officials suffices for univer­ 
sity faculties. 
The controversy has drawn na­ 
tionwide comment for educators 
and one expression of support 
from an educator at Oxford, Eng­ 
land. 
To strengthen their stand, the 
900 decided to submit their stand 
for a contractual letter as a sub­ 
stitute for the oath and their dis­ 
avowal of Communism to a vote 
of the faculty. There 
were 
209 
northern senate members absent. 
There also are faculty members 
below' professorship who did not 
belong to the senate. 
The resolution 
opposing

special oath called it a “discrim- 
inatin, against the faculty in rela­ 
tion to other public servants and 
a completely ineffectual method 
of preventing the penetration of 
the Communist party into the fac­ 
ulty.

Michigan placed third 
in the 
nation’s tourist industry in 1949, 
according to a 
national 
survey 
conducted by American magazine. 
New York and 
California 
were 
tied for first and Florida follow­ 
ed Michigan in fourth place. 
Robert J. Furlong 
adm inistra­ 
tive secretary of 
the 
Michigan 
Tourist Council, 
explained 
that 
the 
inform ation 
was 
obtained 
from a study made 
among 
two 
and a half million families com- 
prisipg the 
readership 
of 
the 
magazine. 
Authorities agree that this can 
be considered a reliable cross sec­ 
tion of the population of the na­ 
tion. 
Results showed 
that 
nine per 
cent 
of those surveyed came to 
Michigan on their vacation last 
year. Twelve per cent 
went 
to 
both California and New York and 
eight per cent to Florida. 
The magazine has conducted the 
survey for several years and since 
1946 
results 
have shown 
that 
Michigan has enjoyed a steady in­ 
crease in popularity among vaca­ 
tioners. It was in 1946 that Mich­ 
igan. through its Tourist Council, 
bogan a nation-w ide 
advertising 
and publicity program in coopera­ 
tion with the tourist associations 
to call attention to vacation ad­ 
vantages of the entire state. In 
that year, according to the survey, 
four per cent of the nation’s vaca­ 
tioners came to Michigan. In 1947 
the percentage increased to six. It 
went to eight in 1948 and to nine 
lest year. 
Michigan was the 
only 
m id­ 
western state to enjoy an increase 
in vacationers in 1949 over 1948, 
according to the survey. Wiscon­ 
sin. with six per cent and Minne­ 
sota, with four per cent, remain­ 
ed unchanged. 
Illinois 
attracted 
seven per cent of the nation’s va­ 
cationers in 1948, but dropped to 
five per cent in 1949, the survey 
showed. Ohio suffered the great­ 
est loss—from six per cent in 1948 
to one per cent in 1949. Indiana 
dropped from four to 
three 
per 
cent. 
“The results of the survey are 
very encouraging,” said Furlong, 
“but they also point definitely to 
the importance of a continued ad­ 
vertising and promotional effort.

and

Hospital Code 


Ruled Illegal 


Ironwood Doctor's 
Complaint Upheld 
IRONWOOD, Mich.—Michigan’* 
attorney general Tuesday 
ruled 
that the controversial bylaws of 
Grand View hospital here were 
illegal. 
His opinion was sought as a re­ 
sult of a 
disagreement between 
Dr. Sam uel G. Albert of Iron­ 
wood and the hospital’s board of 
trustees. 
Dr. 
A lbert’s 
brother, 
Theodore, is prosecutor of Goge­ 
bic county.' He 
had 
previously 
sided w ith the doctor in the dis­ 
pute, and formally requested an 
opinion from the attorney gen­ 
eral, Stephen J. Roth. 
Dr. A lbert objected to two by­ 
laws which have been in effect 
for several years. One requires 
all physicians who wish to per­ 
form a m ajor operation at Grand 
View hospital to consult with a 
staff physician, who should charge 
a fee agreed upon by both doc­ 
tors involved. 
“Approaches Fee Splitting” 
The other hospital rule that Dr. 
Albert contested requires a staff 
surgeon to oversee operations per­ 
formed by doctors who have ap­ 
plied for staff membership. 
Dr. A lbert had 
sought 
staff 
membership, but his name was 
not on the 
last 
approved 
list. 
Since then he has been called a 
courtesy 
staff 
member, 
which 
amounts to being a probationary 
staff doctor. 
The attorney general said that 
the rule requiring a physician to 
call in a consultant was illegal and 
“approaches, if it does not 
en­ 
croach upon, the statutes making 
fee splitting a crime.” 
He added, “So long as a licensed 
physician practices 
within 
the 
confines of the state by which he 
is licensed and observes the health 
and other laws of the state af­ 
fecting his practice, he is entitled 
to practice in public institutions 
such as G rand View hospital, sub­ 
ject to its lawful rules and regula­ 
tions.” 
Legal Power Limited 
Roth held that the trustees of a 
hospital had legal power to make 
rules only for the “economic and 
equitable conduct” of a hospital, 
not to regulate the practice of 
medicine, determ ine the compet­ 
ency of doctors or 
to 
exclude 
practitioners of any legal school | 
of medical theory. 
The hospital argued 
that 
its 
rules had been approved by the 
American Medical association and 
the American College of Surgeons 
and that the hospital was fully 
approved by the college. 
The trustees, Roth said, have no 
right to adopt the code of ethics 
of the AMA for the Grand View 
hospital medical staff.

Indiana Town’s Oil Boom 
Gushes Profits For All

PLAINVILLE. Ind.,— (NEA) — 
Not everybody in Plainville can 
drill for oil in his own backyard. 
But in this boom town, where 16 
producing wells have been brought 
in within the last three months, 
nearly all 700 citizens will share 
the profits. 
Since the first gusher came in 
this winter, right in back of the 
town bank, 15 other 
drill 
rigs 
struck oil within a two-mile radi­ 
us, and oil has been found at two 
levels under the town limits. 
Indiana law, however, 
sets 
a 
limit of one well to each 20 acres. 
Even though Plainville got a spe­ 
cial ruling that allows a well for 
each IO acres within town limits, 
it left a lot of property owners out 
of the bonanza.

Postmaster Roy Strange, 
who 
owns the vacant lot on which the 
first well was brought in, decided 
“some of the folks might not feel 
so good if they couldn’t have a 
well themselves.” 
So all the landowners got to­ 
gether before the 
boom 
really 
started and signed an agreement 
that all owners within a 10-acre 
well area will share alike, accord­ 
ing to the am ount of land they 
have. 
“W hether they bring in a gush­ 
er or a duster then,” Strange ex- I 
plains, “there w on’t be any hard 


; feelings among neighbors.”

Early wells are producing about 
: 200 barrels a day. Every eighth 
I barrel goes to the property own­

Study Of Fish 


Will Be Made 


Old Timers To Be 


Asked To Assist 


ANN ARBOR— Old timers In 
11:c Southwestern states will soon 
be (ailed on to help in a fish sur­ 
vey. 
They'll be asked if two strange 
looking hump backed fish and a 
dozen more kinds still inhabit the 
vat irs of the lower Colorado Riv­ 
er. Information also is sought on 
the effect the 
power 
develop­ 
ments in the Colorado River have 
had on these and other fish in the 
river. 
The answers to these questions 
may be in the notebooks of Rob­ 
ert R. Miller, assistant professor 
of zoology at the University 
of 
Michigan, 
in 
the 
next 
four 
months. It is Dr. Miller who will 
re questioning the oldsters as part 
of a survey of fish and fish re­ 
sources on the lower Colorado. 
He will show drawings of fish 
to cid fishermen in Arizona, New 
Mexico and Northern Mexico and 
ask them when they last remem­ 
ber catching such a fish. 
He hopes to find someone who 
has seen the hump 
back 
chub. 
Only one specimen of this fish is 
known to have been caught, It 
was in 1942 that Dr. Miller found 
Hie chub specimen preserved at 
the naturalist hut at Grand Can­ 
yon. Arizona. 
Tho chub had been caught by a 
priest who was cat-fishing in the 
Carven. 
He 
recognized 
it 
as 
something out of the ordinary and 
turned it over to park officials at 
the hut. They identified it 
b s a 
ra/orta k sucker- a rather 
rare 
type with a similar hump back, 
and placed it in their collection. 
Upon investigation 
Dr. Miller 
found 
the 
14-inch 
specimen 
smooth 
skinned. 
Scales 
were 
found only in a line extending the 
length of the body 
along 
each 
side in a few spotty areas. It has 
thick, bluntly pointed teeth. The 
brown body tapers from the hump, 
just back of the head, to the long 
and slender tail. It weighed about 
one and one half 
pounds. 
The 
fish is beautifully streamlined and 
hence ideally suited to swim in 
swift currents. Dr. Miller believes, 
particularly those created during 
the annual floods which scour out 
the Grand Canyon.

Lewis Proposes 
Mutual Aid Pact 
For CIO Unions 
By NORMAN WALKER 
WASHINGTON—(ZP)—John 
L. 
Lewis has proposed a “mutual aid 
pact” between the United Mine 
Workers and the CIO United Steel 
Workers. He 
said other unions 
mieht also want to join. 
The UMW leader suggested it 
in a letter to CIO President Philip 
Murray. He returned to 
Murray 
uncashed a $500,000 check which 
Murray had sent Lewis as 
help 
during the coal strike. 
Since their strike settlement, 
the coal miners have offered to 
lend SI.OOO,OOO of union funds to 
the 
CIO 
Automobile 
Workers 
Union, now engaged in a strike at 
Chrysler plants. 
Lewis’ letter said that in r e c e n t 
months major unions have been 
confronted by the “financial in­ 
terests in America” with a notion 
that “our great industrial unions 
should be attacked and crippled, 
one by one.” 
“This idea should be knocked 
in the head,” 
Lewis 
said, 
and 
added his proposal that the CIO 
and UMW negotiate a ‘mutual aid 
pact for common defense.” 
He suggested that under it “the 
assets of both organizations, or a 
stipulated part thereof, would be 
made available, each to the other, 
under emergency conditions. 
The United Mine Workers are 
now an independent union—that 
is not affiliated with either the CIO 
or the American 
Federation 
of

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Rail Tycoon Is Building 
Small Trains For Parks 


OUT OF THE FACTORY roll a couple of P. A. Sturtevant trains, 
looking like the real thing until you see the engineers.

RENSSELAER, Ind.—(NEA) — 
The sleek and streamlined trains 
that roll from the half-acre con­ 
crete factory on the outskirts of 
Rensselaer run on 
railroads 
all 
over the U. S., in Hawaii, South 
America and Mexico. 


But you’ll never get very far 
riding on one of them. 
Rensselaer’s streamliners 
are 
made in the biggest factory of its 
kind in the world—the Miniature 
Train and Railroad Co.—and the 
roads they run on are in parks, 
zoos, circuses, carnivals, and even 
in department stores during holi­ 


day seasons. 
The size doesn’t 
keep 
P. 
A. 
Sturtevant, founder of the factory 
from being a railroad tycoon. He 
got that way in 
1928 
when he 
built a miniature steam locomo­ 
tive in which to ride around in his 
yard. 


When the depression came, the 
former Illinois toolmaker didn’t 
feel right about having $1500 tied 
up in a toy in his backyard, so 
he leased it to a department store. 
That put him in business. 
Witn a neighbor, he opened his 
factory and switched from steam 
to reproductions 
of streamlined 
diesels. 
One of his present models is 
electrically operated; 
another is 
entirely portable, 
and 
can 
be 
loaded on a two-wheel trailer and 
hauled 
behind 
an 
automobile 
from carnival to carnival, a meth­ 
od of transportation which would 
make 
other 
railroad 
magnates 
blush. 
Latest is an exact one-fifth scale 
reproduction of the General Mo­ 
tors diesel used by big railroads. 
The two-unit locomotive/is more 
than 20 feet long, is powered by 
two four-cylinder V-type aircool- 
ed motors, and even has airbrakes. 
Total weight is 3600 pounds, and 
it will roll as fast as 20 miles an 
hour.

Negro Porter 
Befriends Boys 


"D oc" Merritt Has 
Aided 1600 Youths

MARTINSVILLE, Ind.—(NEA) 
—The Lord and Albert “Doc” Mer­ 
ritt have accomplished miracles in 
Martinsville. 
Albert, 
an 
almost 
legendary 
Morgan County figure, is a Negro 
porter at the fashionable Martins­ 
ville Sanitarium. He is also found­ 
er and president of the Junior 
Boys 
Club 
of Martinsville, the 
only one like it in the world. 
More than 1600 under-privileged 
white boys have come under the 
benevolent guidance of Albert and 
graduated into the world since the 
founding of the club 47 years ago. 
Albert, now 78, came to Mar­ 
tinsville in 1902 from his native 
Kentucky. He holds to the faith 
that the Lord will provide, and 
the Junior Boys Club, supported 
almost entirely by Albert’s tips 
and salary, has no dues. Member­ 
ship, carefully selected by Albert 
himself, is for life.

• 
The club had its beginning, Al­ 
bert recalls, when he observed a 
group of boys throwing rocks at 
a smaller child back in 1903. 
“When I comforted the little 


with six passenger cars,

one, the others came over to me 
and I began telling them stories,” 
Albert explains. 
The movement spread like wild­ 
fire through the mill section of 
Martinsville and soon Albert’s off- 
duty time was taken up completely 
telling tales, teaching games, going 
on nature hikes and getting close 
to the hearts of the boys. 
Out of his tips, he bouht a buck­ 
board and began a practice which 
still 
continues. 
Every 
Sunday 
night, the youths would pile into 
the wagon and Albert, a Presby­ 
terian, would take them visiting 
to nearby rural churches. On Fri­ 
day or Saturday nights, he takes 
them 
to “bargain night” at the 
movies in his 16-year-old sedan.

In 1926, Albert heard of a shack 
for 
sale 
down by the railroad 
tracks, only a few hundred feet 
from the sanitarium. With savings 
and tips he paid the $450 purchase 
price in two years. 
Together 
Albert and the boys 
built an addition to house a club­ 
room, and later the members con 
structed an upper floor dormitory 
for club members who came into 
town from their country homes 
with no place to sleep overnight. 
Its pink-tinted walls are blank­ 
eted with pictures of former ac­ 
tive members, athletic teams and 
servicemen in uniform as well as 
homemade wood-burned etchings 
and religious scenes.

of honor in the room, 
Thirty of Albert’s boys saw serv­ 
ice in World War II and four died 
in service.

New Stack Gets 


Rid Of Fly Ash 


Improvement Noted 
At Paper Mill 
The funnel-shaped t o r p e d o 
stack which was relocated at the 
Escanaba Paper company plant at 
Groos last summer appears to be 
a great help toward eliminating 
the fly-ash menace around the 
mill, according to an article in the 
plant magazine, Hiawathian. 
This observation is based on 
comments recently expressed by 
local Groos home owners who 
have found that the fly-ash has 
been greatly reduced in compari­ 
son with past years. 
This stack is designed with baf­ 
fle tubes at its base which serve 
as collectors of the fly-ash and 
help to trap much of it instead of 
allowing it to escape into the at­ 
mosphere. The unit was installed 
at the mill .several years ago but 
it did’t prove as efficient or prac­ 
tical as it wTas intended to be. 
Consequently, a study w'as made 
and it w'as decided that the unit 
be relocated and raised to a higher 
level. This change-over also served 
to eliminate one of the high stacks 
which was in bad condition and 
could then be removed. 
Although the unit is not thor­ 


oughly effective in the elimination 
of the fine ash, it does help con­ 
siderably. The steam plant is con­ 
stantly striving to find practical j 
ways and methods to r< luce the 
fly-ash and other unpleasant con- J 
ditions W’hich might exi t, for it ■ 
is the policy and desire of the : 
campany to give consideration to I 
the appearance and general wel- J 
fore of the surrounding area as J 
well as to the company’s own 
grounds. 
The effectiveness of the install- j 
ation is manifested in the fact that j 
each morning when the trams are • 
emptied, a truckload of fly-ash is j 
now collected that once went up ! 
the stack and w’hich eventually j 
settled unwontedly about the* mill.

Hospital Regulations 
In Gogebic County 
Illegal, Roth Rules 


LANSING— (/P)—Attorney Gen­ 
eral Stephen J. Roth 
has 
held 
that 
by-laws 
adopted 
by 
the 
Grand View hospital of Gogebic 
county to regulate the practice of 
medicine are illegal. 
The opinion was requested by 
Prosecutor Theodore G. Albert of 
Bessemer, who 
questioned 
the 
validity of rules adopted for th t 
hospital, a county institution, by 
its trustees on advice of its medi­ 
cal staff. 
The trustees, Roth said, have no 
legal power to regulate the prac­ 
tice of medicine, determine the 
competency 
of 
physicians 
to 
practice in the hospital, to ex­ 
clude practioners of 
any 
legal 
school of medical theory or to re­ 
quire hospital patients to choose 
physicians from the hospital staff. 
Such rules m ight be legal in 
private hospitals, but 
not in 
a 
public institution, Roth said. THe 
legislature, he said, had delegat­ 
ed to hospital management 
the 
power to make rules only for the 
“economic and equitable conduct” 
of a hospital and to prevent the 
spread of tuberculosis. 
“This opinion,” Roth 
declared, 
“extends only to the validity of 
the mentioned rules and in nowise 
passes upon their desirability or 
necessity from a medical 
stand­ 
point. I assume that the X X X 
rules were adopted by the trus­ 
tees in all good faith. X X X .

Atom Power Plant 
For Navy Submarine 


PITTSBURGH—(/F>—The West 
inghouse Electric 
corporation is 
building an atomic power plant for 
a IT. S. Navy submarine. 
The 
work 
is being done, the 
company said, at the old Bettis 
airport near Pittsburgh. 
Previously, the company had 
disclosed only that it was making 
an atomic power plant for a naval 
vessel and the project had been 
the subject of much discussion. 
Scientists have said an atomic 
powered submarine could run vir­ 
tually forever without refueling. 
Westinghouse said work on the 
project was begun last April with 
estimates of its completion date 
ranging from two to six years. The 
.submarine itself will be construct­ 
ed elsewhere.

staff has been assembled for the 
project and Is already at work.

Gas Turbine Will 
Power Giant Plane 


SEATTLE, Wash., (SS) — Gas 
turbine engines are to be installed 
in the giant airliner known as the 
Boeing Stratocruiser and in its 
military counterpart, the Boeing 
Stratofreighter, it was revealed 
here today. 
The power system to be used is 
what is known as the turbo-prop. 
High compression gases from the 
combustion chamber of the engine 
are ejected against fins on a shaft 
causing rapid rotation. The shaft, 
in turn, operates whirling propel­ 
lers of the conventional type. This 
type of engine is sim ilar to the 
turbo-jet, but in the latter the high 
compression gases are discharged 
into the atmosphere to the rear, 
causing the propulsion.

builders are planning to dot 
the 
country’s 
landscape with 
more 
new homes in 1950 than in 
any 
previous year. 
Eleven out of twelve big build­ 
ers questioned at the annual con­ 
vention here of the National As­ 
sociation of Home Builders 
said 
they expected to construct at least 
as m any and probably consider­ 
ably m ore homes this year than in 
’49. M embers of the association— 
who build 80 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s homes—had two other fav­ 
orite subjects 
at their 
talkiest: 
New ways to cut high construction 
costs and new better - living im­ 
provements in houses to lure pros­ 
pective home buyers. 
The industry got off to a flying 
start in January at setting a build­ 
ing record. Ground was broken for 
80,000 
houses 
and 
apartm ent 
dwelling units, 
a high 
for 
the 
month, and 30,000 more than were 
started in January, 1949. 
Builders from coast to coast, 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Cana­ 
da .are counting on the low-cost 
house to keep their business boom­ 
ing through most of 1950 at least. 
Mr. Boggs Of Atlanta 
Declares 
white-haired 
L. J. 
Boggs of Atlanta: 
“I 
expect to 
build at least 250 houses this year 
compared with the 150 that I con­ 
structed in 1949.” Mr. Boggs, a 
post-w ar pioneer in the low-cost 
house, says he went “ridiculous" in 
1947 and put up a home to sell for 
as low as $3,750. None of his pres­ 
ent units are priced much 
above 
$8,000. 
Nathan Manilow, 
big Chicago 
builder, reports: “Right now I 
have 400 homes under construc­ 
tion. Last year at this time I was 
working on only 250.” 
Oklahoma’s W. P. “Bill" A tkin­ 
son put up 1,100 houses last year 
to sell for less than $8,500. That 
was 50 per cent more than he con­ 
structed in 1948. “I’m sure we’ll at 
least equal that pace this year,” 
says Mr. Atkinson. “We may even 
beat it.” 
Chimes in Earl W. 
“Flat-top” 
Smith of 
Berkeley, Calif.: 
“I’ll 


build five times as many homes 
this year as last. Last year’s fig­ 
ure was 200; this year’s will be at 
least a thousand.” Mr. Smith got 
his nickname of 
“Flat-top" 
two 
years ago when he clipped 20 per 
cent off his building costs by flat­ 
tening out conventionally steep 
roofs. Back in 1947 he turned out 
40 houses priced at $8,000. 
Now 
his price is $7,150. 
Higher Costs; Higher Prices 
Mr. Smith says he will raise his 
$7,150 price soon to $7,300 because 
of higher costs of some building 
materials. Several other builders 
also expect their prices to inch up 
3 per cent to 5 per cent in the 
next few months. 
Higher-priced steel, they say, 
has hiked the cost of plumbing 
and sim ilar items $20 to $40 on the 
average dwelling. Framing lumber 
they add, is up 5 per cent from its 
m id-summer cost. 
Builders generally agree

market is healthy enough to bear

They’re 
more concerned over the effect of 
the Government-subsidized bous­ 
ing program.

construction, 
they fear, may bid the cost of m a­ 
terials up and siphon off part of 
their demand. 
Few construction men, 
how­ 
ever, plan to reduce operations be­ 
cause of the 
subsidized 
housing 
bogey—or for any other reason. 
Only one of the builders inter­ 
viewed here—W illard W. Garvey 
of Wichita, 
Kans. — expressed 
doubt of equaling or bettering his 
1949 m ark. “That’s because we 
built units to take care of 3,500 
workers we expected Boeing Air­ 
craft to move into our area,” ex­ 
plains Mr. Garvey, “but they never 
arrived.” 
Meanwhile, builders are on the 
alert for ways to cut current con­ 
struction costs. “By simplifying 
our structures,” says one, “we’ve 
ben able to accomplish a lot.

Red Rock Reservation, just w-est 
of Yellowstone Park, is one of the 
few remaining sites for these elu­ 
sive and majestic all-v.hite birds. 
Last August in Yellowstone Park 
and immediate vicitiny the great­ 
est number of trumpeters ever re­ 
corded—OO—were counted in the 
annual swan census. 
The whereabouts of the swan 
which have deserted this reser­ 
vation is not known.
